“I met O. G. Weyse in the fall of 
1888 and bad a conversation with him 
about his wife.

PARCEL POSTAGE. 

Our present Postmaster-General has 
shown himself very much alive to the 
interests of the people, as witness his 
active efforts to establish a postal tele- 


graph system, In addition to this and 
postal savings banks, which we hope 


eae to ses established before long, there is 


another postal reform which is being 
strongly urged by many. This is a re- 
duction of postage on parcels. 

The present rate of postage on 
merchandise parcels in the United 
States is one cent an ounce, or sixteen 
cents a pound. An effort is being 
made to have this reduced to one cent 
for two ounces or eight cents a pound. 
It is pointed out that the United States 


is behind every country in Europe in 


this particular branch of postal busi- 
ness. In temleading countries, whose 
rates are pu®lished, it is shown that 
the local letter rate averages three 
times our rate, and the newspaper rate 
four and one-half times; the rate on 
samples, which are under the same 
rate as fourth-class or merchandise 
matter, is only three-eighths of our 
rate. 

The parcel post in Europe is still 
lower. Under it a package can be sent 
from country to country in Europe for 
less than it can be sent here by mail 
from Los Angeles to San Francisco. 
A parcel can be sent from France or 
Germany to South America at half the 
rate it can be sent from Chicago to 
Philadelphia, and while the merchan- 
dise package in our mail can only 
weigh four pounds, the package which 
any one of our citizens can order sent 
from Paris may weigh as much as 
eleven pounds. If a New York 
merchant has a customer in Ja- 
maica he can send him a pack- 
age at twelve cents a pound 
up to eleven pounds; but, if the 
customer has to pay taxes to 


support the government which carries 


the mails and lives in the United 
States, the package will cost sixteen 
centsa pound and must not weigh 
over four pounds. The result is that 
eleven pounds can be sent to the capi- 
tal of Jamaica in one package for 
sixty-two and thirty-two-one-hun- 
dredths cents, and in the United 
States it must go in three packages 
and costs two dollars and forty cents 
to reach Chicago. ° 

In England parcels are sent by mail 
at six cents a pound up to one pound, 
nine cents up to two pounds, and 80 
on. The English rate of inland letter 
postage is the same as ours—two cents. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
House to secure a reduction in the 
postage on seeds, plants, bulbs and 
merchandise. Its passage is being 
actively urged by the farmers of the 
country through their societies, the 
Grange and the Farmers’ Alliance. 


A PRAISWORTHY INSTITUTION, 


A beneflcent ‘institution is being 
built up in San Diego, of which that 
city may well feel proud. Two years 
ago the city trustees granted to E. W. 
Morse. Bryant Howard and others a 
one hundred-acté tract in the city 
park, for the establishment of 
a system of charities. About 
six months ago these gentlemen 
organized the Industrial Home Asso- 
ciation and since that time they have 
found homes for fifty-four children. 
The Union states that, enlarging the 
scope of the original plan, in order to 
carry this into effect so as to benefit 
the greatest number, Bryant Howard, 
president of the association, has begun 
arrangements for opening there this 
fall the largest kindergarten on the 


continent. It will be free to the chil- y 


dren from 8 to 7 years of age, 
who will be expected to gather at con- 


venient points in their various districts | th 


where the vehicles to run to the kin- 
dergarten may pick them up promptly. 
The estimate of the number of chil- 
dren San Diego has of that age is from 
four to eight hundred. Mr. How- 
ard hopes that at least five hun- 
dred may be induced to take ad- 
vantage of the privileges which will 
cost their parents nothing. One of the 
city’s most expert kindergarteners will 
be the principal, assisted by one other 
teacher for every twenty-five children. 

Mr. Howard conceived this project 
nearly a quarter of a century ago, 


when, as a poor man in Philadephia, 


be viewed the great institution which 
Stephen Girard had founded. He has 
now a competency and is able to carry 
out his benevolent plans. A school of 
technology 1s to follow, as its need is 
apparent, and in teaching the children 
all forms of gardening and forestry are 
to be included, together with a com- 
prehensive plan of flower culture. 
Such an enterprise would be a credit 
to any city, and should stimulate other 
wealthy citizens of Southern California 
to go and do likewise in their respective 
communities. | 


Tue San Francisco Post thus refers 
to a lucrative source of income which 
exists in this neighborhood: 


Last week the Post drew attention to the 
fact that two Chinamen in the neighbor- 
hood of Los Angeles have made about five 
thousand dollars out of a crop of potatoes 
this year. This incident does not overstate 
the great and profitable field of activity 
which the cultivation of vegetables in the 
southern portion of the State offers to per- 
sons of ordinary intelligence and small 
means. Since then we have learned from 


the columns of a contemporary that the 
Southern Pacitic Company alone has shipped 
from the country immediately around Los 
Angeles three hundred and fifty carloads of 
potatoes this year, nearly all of which were 
raised by Chinsmen. These potatoes have 
sold tor from $1 to $1.85 per hundred pounds, 
go that there is an awple margin of profit 
to support white labor. The rent of land 
upon Which these potatoes are raised ranges 
from $20 to $40 per acre, and two hundred 
sacks of one hundred pounds each is said 
to be an ordinary viel At the minimum 
price this shows a gross profit of $200 per 
acre, which ought to be enough to satisfy any 
ordinary man.

A Youthful Incorrigible Remains in 
Jail Pending an Examination— 
Health Officer Sherk’s 

Report—Notes. 


Young Mortimer Plant, the 14-year- 
old boy who recently confessed to the 
attempt to poison Mr. and Mrs. Ran- 
kine of Mountain avenue, still remains 
in jail pending an examination. 

His case has caused a deal of anx- 
iety to the local legal officials. The 
minimum punishment allowed by law 
for his confessed crime is ten years’ 
imprisonment, but an attempt will be 
made to get around this on some tech- 
nicality, as it is generally believed that 
should such a sentence be meted out 
to him it would destroy all chances of 
ever reforming the boy. 

Some startling rumors have come to 
the ears of the Tres man during the 
past two days, connecting the lad 
with the death of Mrs. Armstrong, the 
neighbor in whose barn the bottle of 
strychnine was found. Mrs. Arm- 
strong died very suddenly several 
months ago, and young Plant confessed 
in his recent examination to having 
some grievance against her. In view 
of the lad’s other exploits the authori- 
ties deemed it worth while to look into 
the matter. But as yet nothing has 
been learned to implicate the boy. 

the Tuts reporter yesterday called 
upon Dr. Michener, who attended Mrs. 


The physician said the woman died 
suddenly, and that her death resulted 
altogether from heart trouble. There 
were no symptoms of poisoning. A 
nurse was by the patient’s bedside the 
entire day before she died, and there 
was no chance for any one to adminis- 
ter to her a dose of poison. “You — 
count on the Doctor. 
mer Plant is n no way responsible for 
Mrs. Armstrong’s death.“
